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Garrison 
Files Appeal 
In Shaw Case 

Orleans Parish Dist. Atty. 
Jim Garrison ha s filed an ap- 
peal in his perjury case 
against Gay L. Shaw. 

The notice was filed yester- 
day with the U.S. 5th Circuit 
Court of Appeals here. He is 
appealing a decision by U. S. 
District Court Judge Herbert 
W. Christenberry, who has 
barred Garrison from further 
prosecution of Shaw on the 
penury charge. 

Both sides have 40 days to 
file briefs. After that, it could 
be as long as three months be- 
fore the case is assigned. 

The court may set a hearing 
or decide the case on the basis 
of briefs. 

The perjury charge grew 
out of Shaw’s 1969 trial on a 
charge of conspiring to kill 
President John F. Kennedy. 
He was acquitted. 
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
